HE South's return to 16-million-bale cotton production 


this year, with the resultant sag in price, reminds us that 


America hasn't yet solved the problem of how to market a 
commodity which normally looks to foreign countries for, 
half its sales.

In recent years we have improved the price structure 


by reducing acreage—but at the cost of abandoning much of 
our export market. We could use some of that export de- 
mand today. If we still had.it, the current crop of 16 million 
bales wouldn't depress prices quite so severely. 


But past government policy has been to create a scar- 


city of American cotton on the world market, and the world, 
having turned to other, cheaper sources of supply, continues 
to buy there rather than here.o 
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Partly cloudy Wednesday night and Thursday. 


We are no nearer today than we 


were several years ago to the goal of 
a sound American cotton trade. One 
solution might be: To split every 
American bale of cotton into two 
parts, paying an artifically high price 
on the portion consumed by Ameri- 
can mills, but Itcting the other part 
sell for what it will bring in the open 
world market. . . . The idea is not 
new; but we secrn to be having a 
hard time putting it into practice. 


Meanwhile, the September quota- 


tion tells us pretty plainly tluit if 
Cotton is yet a king he's a king 
only at home.

Speaking of the cotton control pro- 


gram, if this is to bo continued it is 
time for some of the Arkansas con- 
gressmen who represent small-farm- 
er districts like this one to demand a 
change in the system of establishing 
"base acreage." 


The government is proceeding on 


the assumption a certain percentage 
of the total acreage must be divert- 
ed from cotton and planted to food 
and feedstuff? for home use. The 
acknowledged goal of sound agricul- 
ture, naturally, is to be as inde- 
pendent as possible. But up to the 
present time the control programs 
have caused small-farmer areas that 
for many years voluntarily reduced 
cotton acreage in order to grow their 
own foodstuffs, to cut their cotton 
acreage still further—while the big 
plantations of east Arkansas that 
grew no feedstuff at all were cut 
only the same percentage. 


If the government really means to 


carry out its soil conservation and 
crop control program it will have to 
have the continued faith and support 
of the common people—and the only 
way it is going to retain this support 
is by proceeding against some of the 
"economic Tories" who happen to be 
Democrats.

Interest Charged at Rate 


of 1/1 Oth Pet. for 


Each 3 Days 


LITTLE ROCK.—Employers who al- 


lowed the non-penalty period for the 
payment of unemployment contribu- 
tions to pass may still save a large 
part of the penalty by making their 
contributions at once. 


Under the rule for figuring interest 


or penalty on delinquent contributions, 
the Commissioner has ordered the Un- 
employment Compensation Division to 
divide the month into three-day per- 
iods, charging interest at the rate of 
one-tenth of one per cent for each 
three days or fraction thereof during 
which 
delinquency prevails. 
Each 


three days increases the amount of in- 
terest clue until the end of the month 
is reached when the maximum pen- 
alty of one per cent for that single 
month will be assessed. 


"This rule is made in fairness to 


those who pay their contributions in 
a short period after the penalty-free 
period has elapsed," the Commissioner 
said. "By so dividing the month the 
employer who meets the issue as soon 
as possible will effect a saving where- 
as the plan of charging a flat rate of 
one per cent per month would give the 
early contributor no advantage what- 
ever over the man who waited until 
the last day of the month to pay his 
delinquent contribution."

ing the first seven months of 1937 un- 
ess some portion of them has been 
iaiU.

Adrenal Glands Play Vital Part in Life; Death 


Always Follows Their Removal 


This la the 12th of 20 articles by 


DIY Fishbein on the glands of the 
Ixidy ojul their functions. 


(No. 313) 


Just above the kidneys lies certain 


bodies of tissue which are called the 
adrenal glands, sometimes also the 
suprarenal glands, , because of their 
position. The removal of these two 


• glands invariably causes death. There- 
lore, this operation is never done in a 


j , human being. 


When the glands are removed from 


an animal it loses appetite, becomes 


' rapidly weary, has convulsions accom- 
" panied by vomiting, the blood pressure 


falls grealy, the hah- falls out, growth 
stops, and death eventually results 
from paralysis of the respiration. Ob- 


, viously, therefore, the secretions of the 


adrenal gland, which are poured di- 
rectly into the blood, are concerned to 
a considerable extent with these func- 
tions. 


There are two parts to the adrenal 


gland. From one part comes the ma- 
terial called adrenalin, and from an- 
other the material called cortin. Ad- 
renalin was one of the first active 
principles of the gland to be discov- 
ered. It now has great use in medicine 
for mfuiy purposes. It influences the 
sympathetic nervous system. It stops 
overaction. of the muscles of the stom- 
ach and intestines. It stimulates the 
closing of the valves of the stomach 
and intestines and the muscular ac- 
tion of the uterus. It is used in asthma 
because it relaxes the muscular tissue 
of the bronchial tubes which in as- 
thma are squeezed shut. 


It speeds up the chemical changes 


going on in the bpdy. It increases the 
sugar metabolism, raises the total 
amount of sugar in the blood, and, in- 


creases the rate of breathing. It causes 
the muscle fibers in the wall of the 
blood vessels to contract and thereby 
promptly raises the blood pressure, so 
that it is given in cases of shock. 


Besides this, it has many other ef- 


fects of significance. It was shown 
long ago that in times of great emo- 
tional excitement that these glands 
pour extra adrenalin into the blood, 
so that under emotion the blood pres- 
sure rises, the blood vessels contract, 
breathing becomes more rapid and the 
other effects of adrenalin are wit- 
nessed throughout the body. 


The outer portions o fthe adrenal 


gland develop a substance called cor-, 
tin which is also vital for the human 
being. It is interesting to know that 
this portion of the adrenal gland is 
rich in vitamin C. The outer portion 
of this gland also has a definite effect 
on sexual development so that when 
there are tumors of this gland, strange 
changes occur, causing women to be- 
come like man and men to become 
like women.

Suits Headline Fall Style News From Paris 


By ROSETTE HAftGROVK 


PARIS—The tailored suit is sched- 


uled for an unparalleled success for 
early fall wear if the Paris fashion- 
setters have anything to do with it. 
They'are showing suite for practically 
every hour of the day—ahd night, for 
that matter—in every conceivable mid- 
ium, and with-a choice of styles and 
new details guaranteed to make even 
the most reasonable head whirl. 


Beginning with sports suits, these 


are sober, conventional and practical, 
relying on unusual colorings and hand- 
some fabrics for favor. Their style 
follows the fashion at a discreet dis- 
tance, with the much heralded Direc- 
toire influence present only in light 
touches, usually in pockets, revers, 
collars, rather than in actual cut. 


The dressier suits are more or less 


fur-trimmed according to their degree 
of formality. The newest line is the 
jacket with the fitted long basque 
covering the hips, with the top of the 
body closely molded and a • normal 
waistline. Shoulders are sauarred but 
never built out and sleeves are the 
nemo of simplicity. The note of fantasy 
is introduced in the form of buttons, 
pockets of many patches—as many as 
six on one side—high pointed lapels, 
military looking collars and cuffs. 
Skirts are straight and narrow, pleats 
have disappeared, for formal wear, at 
nny rate, and only appear in a very 
restrained way in active sports suits, 
where freedom of movement is re- 
quired. Even Vionnet's bias-cut skirts 
are narrower, in comparison to the full 
swinging skirts she favored last season. 


Elegance in Suits 


Molyncux's tunic jackets, with or 


without fur hems, are essentially ele- 
gant. His invisible center fastening 
extending from throat to hem offers a 
direct contrast to the double-breasted, 
mnny-buttoned jackets sponsored by 
other important couturiers. Patou, on 
the other hand, has gone in for asy- 
metrically fastened jackets, buttoning 
high on one side, this movement often 
stressed by the fur-trimming. 


Paquin's suits often achieve a waist- 


ed effect by intricate seaming inside 
the jacket, which forms a corselet ef- 
fect above the waist and about half- 
way down the basque at the back and 
sides. Creed fastens his jackets with 
anything from six to twelve buttons in 
a straight row or forming an inverted 
triangle, while some of his heavy silk 
suits feature only one button, fastening 
at the wastline. Vionnet has several 
jackets that button well over to the 
side. 


Jackets of the swagger or reefer in- 


spiration are also featured for formal 
wear. Some have backs and sleeves in 
contrasting fabrics, such as velvet and 
broadcloth. These are more usually 
wrist length or fingertip length. 


Black Is Smartest 


Fur trimmings vary from the very 


narrow edging in flat fur in astrakhan 
or beaver, to the wide, often padded 
bands of the 'same fur used vertically 
and horizontally. High fox collars and 
revers are in again, often with pockets 
to match. Maggy Rouff's formal suits 
have undulating fur basques and 
many of them show touches of gold or 
paillette embroideries combined with 
black astrakhan, for example. 


Broadcloth and velvet, alone or com- 


bined, are the most favored mediums 
for afternoon suits. 
Black is once 


more to the fore as the smartest "color" 
with the new deep wine shades next 
in importance. Dark green, the green 
of the fir tree, and slate gray are also 
now and sometimes featured for formal 
wear. There is no question, however, 
but that black will lead as the most 
elegant of all. Contrasting fur trim- 
ming and light blouses offset its sever- 
ity, not to mention the almost dazzl- 
ing paillette plastron and vest effects 
which liave made their appearance on 
black end-of-the-day suits. 


For cocktails and bridge parties, 


the checked lame suit is featured in 
every collection, and strikes an alto- 
gether new note. This is shown in 
what is known here as "Prince of 
Wales" check and is made on absolute- 
ly sober classical lines, complete with 
tailored collar in velvet. This lame is 
shown in black and silver, gray and 
silver, as well as bright blue or purple 
and silver, with matching collar, com- 
pleted by a blouse in filmy lace, lus- 
trous satin or the same colored velvet 
as the collra. This type of suit is natur- 
ally meant to be worn under a long, 
lavishly fur-trimmed coat, or, later on 
in the season, a fur coat.

American farmers now working others' 
land. 


Not less than 14,000 American fam- 


ilies will be re-housed , by the plan 
during the next three years. 


Under the Wagner-Steagall act, the 


federal government will lend 90 per 
cent of the cost of housing projects to 
communities which will put up the 
other 10 per cent. The loans are to be 
amortised over 60 years. 


Mangled in Conference 


The government may not lend mon- 


ey to any projectr-in cities of less 
than 500,000—which costs more than 
J4000 for each family unit, so with each 
$1,100,000 it lays out, the community 
can build 272 units,' figuring in the 
interest and operating expenses. Cities 
of more than 500,000 can spend up to 
$5000 a family unit. Provisions are 
made for federal subsidy of projects 
which can not otherwise bring rents 
down to rates which ordinary wage- 
earners can pay. 


The Wagner-Steagall act, hurriedly 


passed and somewhat mangled in con- 
ference, is still the most comprehen- 
sive effort yet made on public housing, 
an ideal that is only three years old 
in the United States, though highly- 
developed in many other countries. 


A recent summary by Ernest J. Bohn 


of Cleveland, former president of the 
national association of housing offic- 
ials, throws hiuch light on what had 
already been accomplished more or 
less piecemeal before the present pro- 


gr'art was undertaken. 


Iii M Cities Already 


. Approximately 1,000,000 single houses 


and 270,000 two-family houses and 
apartments have been modernized 
through money borrowed by private 
owners on notes for $560,000,000 guar- 
anteed fey the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration. 


Mortgages on 200,000 homes, valued at 


1100,000,000 have been accepted for in- 
surance by the FHA. 


Thirty-aix cities already have pro- 


jects engineered by the Housing Di- 
vision of the PWA. Of 51- projects, 
27 are Blum-clearance affairs, 24 are on 
previously-vacant land. Nearly 6000 
dilapidated buildings have been razed, 
dehouslng 9000 families from 11,000 
units destroyed.

Making it clear that she will seek to
